of the majority vote Richardson 
receivefl over Stephens. 

And now the day approacheth 
when Calvin Coolidge will be nom- 
inated by the Republicans and our 
own Hiram Johnson, who will not 
make a good .senator until he 
gets the presidential bug out of 
his head, will come back home 
again to look after the interests 
of his constituency, rather than 
fooling himself with the idea that 
he is made of presidential timber.

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SANTA FE STARTS. 
TODQUBLE-TRAGK 
ROAD TO SUMMIT 


Building of 40 miles of Santa 
Fe double-track between Hicks, a 
station twelve miles south of Bar- 
stow, and Summit, this county, 
will begin during January. A large 
crew of engineers now at 
work completing the survey and 
the location of the new line.
